First, the cause. That there is great 
stagnation in all or nearly all branches 
•f enterprise and industry in the United 
Suite-, that our man ufac Hirers, arc sadly 
depressed, that very few of our railroads 
are yielding fair return on their actual 
coal, while a large part of them are una- 
ble to pay the interest on their bonds; 
that our shipping interests have no de- 
clined, that the United States, which a 
.pinner of a century ago seemed in a (air 
way to Isfcome the first m maritime pow- 
ers, is now not even to be ranked 
among secnd-clase nations in the foreign 
carrying trade; that our counties, ertits. 
and loa-ns me so neriou-Ty in debt that 
tax-payers arc looking to unlawful mea-- 
ures lor relief, and that for som 



cannot he denied nor disgui«ei!. Now, 
while thi* depression ofoor manufacture-, 
this unprofitableness of our railroads, this 
decline of our merchant marine, this 
frightriil accumulation of municipal in- 
tbis extravagance and waste- 
be attributed exclusively 
to a redundant currency, they can in a 
great measure be traced to it. Other 
causes, it is true, have to some extent as- 
sisted in producing the trouble in which 
we are involved; bnt if we had been on a 

been small in comparison to what it is. 
Had there been no over-emission of pa- 
lter monev, there would have been depres- 
sion in trade and manufactures, but we 
should not have been overwhelmed as 
we have been with debt and bankruptcy. 
We should have felt the effect ol over 
production, as Great Britain is feeling it 
Enormous as has been the increase of 
consumption in civilized nations within 
the last 20 years, it has not kept pace 
with production. The wonderful inven- 
tions in machinery, the revolution efTec 
ted by steam power, and the reduction of 
time in international exchanges, have 
.■ready disturbed old economic laws. 
Production has been immensely stimu- 
lated by forces which were not under- 
stood, or at least were uot utilized, un- 
til long after the commencement of the 



, the result of which has 
been over-production, reactior 
siou, and these are felt in the greatest 
measures in those countries in which 
these forces have been most actively in 
use. There are very few branches of 
manufacturing in Great Britain, the 
greatest manufacturing nation in the 
world, which are now in a prosperous 
state, simply because there has been 
more goods manufactured than there is 
a present demand for. The same is true 
in the United States. Why, let mc ask, 
are so many of our iron foundries idle? 
Why are our woolen and cotton mills 
running on half time? Why are our lum- 
ber yards overstocked? Why is there so 
little activity in shipbuilding? Why are 
>nr railroads so unprofitable, and why 
ire so many thousands of laborers out of 
employ iiunt? Certainly not for want of 
noney, for money, paper nionc-.-, ..ns 
never so abundant or socl.cap, ar.d the 
-anie would be true of real money if it 
had not been driven out of circulation by 
die inferior currency. Ask our iron man- 
ifocturcrs why their forges are not in 
lull operation; the managers of our wool, 
-n and cotton mills, why thiir works are 
partially suspended; our lumber men, 
>vhy slocks have accumulated on their 
uands; our shipbuilders, why they are 
not building more shi|>s; our railroad 
nen, why their railroads are not earning 
norc money, and see if the answers are 
■ot of the same tenor — that manufactures 
nave out-tripped demand, and there is 
uore lumber than building, more ships 
linn freight, more railroads than traffic, 
more laborers than work. I do not be- 
ieve that one sensible man among all 
these classes of producers and dealers 
can be found who will attribute the ex- 
isting depression to a scarcity of money. 

It such are the facts, what judgment 
should be pronounced upon those who, 
ihrough wilful blindness, or lor party 
..urposes. or for sellish ends, declaim, be- 
fore laborers suffering froni want of em- 
ployment, against the oppression of cap-

CAUSES OF TflB FINANCIAL ntrRESSION. 

I have said that great depression in 
trade and manufactures exist in Great 
Britain as well as in the United states, 
bnt there is a marked contrast in the real 
condition of the two countries. While the 
existing depression is felt, and se- 
verely, by the manufacturers and deal- 
ers in Great Britain, the general state ol 
the couctry is healthy. Land was never 
so high or so salable as now; the traffic 
upon English railroads was never so 
large, and notwithstanding a reduction ol 
taxes, the revenues of the Government 
are steadily increasing; municipal indebt- 
edness is com paritavely unknown; there 

the spirit of the people is strong and buoy- 
ant. There have been heavy failures, 
and fearful losses have been sustained by- 
reason or injudicious investments; but the 
nation is, as a whole, in a satisfactory fi- 
nancial state. Now I need not ask i( the 
reverse of this is not true of the United 
States. The question, then, to be consid- 
ered is, to what, in addition to over-pro- 
duction, is the prostration of a country so 
nbtindant in resources, with a popu'ation 
so intelligent and vigorous as ours, attrib- 
utable? Is it not, first, to our civil war? 
Secondly, to our redundant and vicious 
currency ? Thirdly, to injudicious taxa- 
tion? Let us dwell for a moment upon 
the iirst two — leaving the third for con- 
sideration at some future day. 

F„st: The War —Everybody knows 
that wars are terribly destructive of prop- 
erty as well as life, and the civil wars are 
especially so. The war between the Gov- 
ernment and the Southern States was one 
of the most exhausting that has ever been 
waged. During the continuance of this 
wnr. everything was in demand The 
manufacture or war implements, the pro- 
duction or food for the support or the ar- 
mies, necessarily involved an advance in 
prices, and gave a stimulus to industry 
which seemed to the cursory observer like 
national prosperity. Never were wazes 
so high, never were fortunes so suddenly 
made, never were a people so intoxicated 
by deceptive ap|<earances. That this 
prosperity was delusive is now apparent, 
but it did not become apparent until after 
the crisis of 1873, for during the war the 
Government, to meet its enormous expen. 
diture«, not only issued a vast amount or 
its interest-hearing obligation", hut it 
mad.- f .rce l lo»na in the form of promis- 



sory notes, and declared these notes to he 
lawful money. 

the loss »r nAD-crRamicr. 
Secondly: A Jtcdnnditnt and T'V-.'ous 
Curreney. — Redundant, because when the 
war terminated there was no legitimate de- 
mand for so large a circulating medium; 
vicious, because it substituted a legal but 
artificial measure or value for the true 
measure, thereby violating the higher law 
which makes gold and silver the standard 
— a law which has never yet been viola- 
ted without commercial disturbance, nor, 
if the violation was long coutinued, with- 
out 



That the legal tender notes and the 
notes of the National banks made the cir- 
culating medium redundant is proved by 
the artificial prices they created and sus- 
tained, by their great depreciation, and 
by the uses that have been made of them. 
Their viciousnesi is made manifest by the 
facts that they were and are irredeemable; 
that they have familiarized the people 
with dishonored obligations which they 
have been and are compelled to treat as 
money; that they were and continue to be 
constantly fluctuating in value, making 
business gambling, and business men 
gamblers. That an irredeemable curren- 
cy is a tax upon industry and n fruitful 
source of demoralization requires no argu- 
ment to establish. If the truth could be 
arrived at, it would be discovered that de- 
preciated paper money has been a heavier 
burden upon the industrial and producing 
classes of the United States than all the 
taxes, direct and indirect, to which they 
have been subjected, and that it has done 
more to debase and corrupt the public 
sentiment than all other causes combined 
The substitution of inconvertible notes for 
coin, is an old game of distressed mon- 
archies. It has frequently been resorted 
to by bankrupt nations, and always with 
the same disastrous results. It was re- 
sorted to by the United States, under the 
pressure or what seemed to be a great 
emergency. That it should be adhered to 
so long after the supposed emergency had 
censed and still have intelligent and hon- 
est advocates is difficult or explanation, in 
view of the fact that over issues or paper 
money have been the cause or every fi- 
nancial crisis, every deep rooted financial 
disorder, that has occurred in the United 
States. Let us glance at our previous ex- 
periences. 

THE L— >t TESDBa BILL. 

No one, I admit, can say with any 
precision how much currency is required 
in a country like ours for legitimate busi- 
ness, butthare are always indications of 
an excess which cannot be mistaken 
Between 1830 and 1837 it was indicate.! 
by speculation in wild land* and town 
lots, by large importations, expanded 
credit, and visionary schemes of internal 
improvements. Between 1 S4-3 and 1857, 
by extraordinary activity in trade — the 
reaction from a long period or stagnation, 
and another unhealthy expansion ofilio 
credit system. Krom 1801 to 1373, by a 
continuance of the high prices which 
were unavoidable during the war, by ex- 
nendattires, by gambling of all descrip- 
tions, by a mania of sudden enrichment, 
and by imprudent outlays in railroads. 
There has never been, I again remark, a 
financial crisis in the United States which 
cannot he unmistakably traced to exces- 
sive issues or paper money. The exist- 
ing financial malady is wider spread uml 
deeper rooted than any which has pre- 
ceded it, because the propelling cause has 
been greater. II it were only bank notes 
we had to deal with, the main canse of 
our troubles would soon be removed, for 
the people would not long tolerate irre- 
deemable bank notes. Unfortunately we 
have a currency issued by the Govern- 
ment which, in opposition to all econo- 
mic laws, and in disregard of the experi- 
ence of other nations, has been made 
lawful money, which has so distorted the 
public vision and so depraved the public 
judgment that former bard-money men 
have become its defenders, a currency 
which has led such men as Gov. Allen, 
ol Ohio, to pronounce specie payment an 
ideally — a "barren ideally.'' There 
ought not to be much difference iu senti- 
ment among fair-minded men in regard to 
the cause of our embarrassments and 
prostrations. The important question to 
be settled, and the difficult one, is what is 
the remedy for them? This question I 
propose to consider in my next.

Pure Berkshire hogs should lie jet 
black in color, with a thick coat of fine 
black hair, but choose one with coarse 
hair rather than one that is short of 
hair. While it is only allowable on 
thc tips of ears, feet and legs, face and 
tail, but not too much white, as they 
are always a black breed and plenty of 
hair denotes a good constitution. 

There is no such thing as a white or 
spotted Berkshire hog, and the men 
who get up such stories to sell mongrel 
stock are swindlers and ought to be 
sent to prison. 

Choose a Berkshire with short prick 
ears, and as short a face as possible, 
with a broad back, carrying its width 
back well over the hams (it is much 
easier to find the broad over the shoul- 
ders than the hams), and by all means 
they should lie deep in the heart place 
(from top of back just behind the 
shoulder level) and smooth all over, in 
fact as near a hewn block as can be. 

In comparing the merits of breeding 
the various kinds of fine stock, we in- 
vite the attention of the reader to the 
following facts: Many men who would 
willingly give 81, 'MM) for a fine cow or 
a pair of shccp(and very properly too) 
cannot see why a hog should lie worth 
from SKHI toiiOO, which would bo the 
cost of importing a fine one. From a 
mare costing 8 1,000 you have a chance 
of a foal in a year, hut oftcneronce in 
two years, and after two or three years' 
attention and tmi, if no accident oc- 
curs, you may, if fortunate, get from 
$500 to 81,000 for the colt. The cow 
and sheep will produce their stock a 
little faster, while a sow old enough to 
breed will, in one year's time, with 
projier care and at half the expense, 
produce from twelve to twenty pigs, 
and you need not trust to selling breed- 
ing stock, for, provided you have a re- 
spectable farm, the first cost w ill lie re- 
paid you many times over iu thc saving 
of food, extra price for tine pork, etc., 
besides the pleasure you would take in 
improving thc stock of the country, at 
the same time you are adding to your 
own wealth. The loss occasioned in 
the United H'ates annually through 
feeding common hogs amounts to mil- 
lions of dollars that might feed thou- 
sands of people and otherwise enrich 
the community. — .

Small Farmer* are I'ros- 
l»erou». 

We have often had occasion to call 
attention to thc fact that those we are 
accostomc I to call "small fanners" are 
generally the most prosperous farmers 
in the South. They are not so liecause 
small farms and very limited opera- 
tions are, in themselves, best, but be- 
cause these farmers are working in 
harmony with their circumstances. 
They have accepted the situation, and 
put their own hands to thc plow. 
Having small capital, and often very 
limited knowledge and skill, they go 
sat'cl v. as they see the way clear liefore 
them.
